To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  School  Services  and  Welfare  Committee 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  a pleasure  to  record  and  it  must  be  a source  of  satisfaction  to  the 
Authority  to  realise  that  the  general  health  of  school  children  continues  to 
improve. 

Poliomyelitis. 

Because  of  the  intensive  drive  to  protect  children  against  poliomyelitis, 
all  children  in  the  prescribed  groups  could  not  be  examined  during  the  year. 
This  concentration  of  preventive  effort  was  approved  by  the  Ministries  of 
Education  and  Health.  During  1958,  a total  of  18,228  children  of  all  ages 
of  15  years  and  under  received  42,401  protective  doses  against  poliomyelitis. 
Almost  all  the  injections  were  given  by  the  Authority’s  staff.  Not  one  child 
protected  developed  the  disease  and  not  one  serious  complication  was 
reported.  And  here  it  is  appropriate  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work, 
often  tedious  and  intricate,  performed  by  the  medical  officers,  the  health 
visiting  and  clerical  staff  in  connection  with  this  new  service.  Technical 
considerations  associated  with  storage  and  distribution  of  vaccine,  planning 
the  sessions  to  avoid  wasting  staff  time  and  to  give  maximum  facilities  to 
parents  resulted  in  my  administrative  control  being  necessarily  close  and 
constant.  It  was  essential  not  to  waste  material  which  was  scarce  and  valuable. 
Again  I would  mention  my  Deputy,  Dr.  Baynes,  my  Superintendent  Nursing 
Officer,  Miss  M.  Richards,  and  my  Chief  Clerk,  Mr.  C.  Parry,  and  all  Head- 
teachers from  whom,  as  usual,  I received  ready  co-operation  and  assistance. 

Dental  Service. 

The  School  Dental  Service  has  been  continually  handicapped  by  the 
scarcity  of  staff  and  illness  among  them,  resulting  in  a severe  curtailment  of 
treatment  facilities. 

Because  the  Mobile  Dental  Clinic  provided  by  the  Committee  in  1956 
has  undoubtedly  proved  successful  and  is  a most  valuable  asset  to  the  service, 
I recommend  the  Committee  to  provide  another  Mobile  Clinic  so  that  more 
children  may  obtain  the  benefits  of  treatment  in  a clinic  rather  than  in  an 
improvised  room  in  a school.  Both  children  and  staff  would  benefit  from 
this  provision.  I have  asked  the  Principal  Dental  Officer  to  prepare  details 
of  a new  type  of  mobile  clinic  based  on  our  experience  of  the  existing  clinic 
and  on  knowledge  which  both  of  us  have  gained  from  visits  and  discussions 
elsewhere. 

In  order  to  conserve  the  time  of  dental  surgeons  and  to  utilise  the 
depleted  staff  for  duties  which  they  alone  are  trained  and  qualified  to  perform, 
I recommend  the  Committee  to  consider  the  engagement  of  so-called  "oral 
hygienists”  who  are  extensively  engaged  in  New  Zealand  and  elsewhere.  I 
have  asked  the  Principal  Dental  Officer  to  consider  this  proposition  and  to 
prepare  a detailed  report  which  the  Committee  might  study.  At  this  stage  I 
would  merely  state  that  the  relation  of  an  "oral  hygienist”  to  the  Dental 
Surgeon  might  be  regarded  as  somewhat  similar  to  that  of  a Health  Visitor/ 
School  Nurse  to  the  School  Medical  Officer.  The  Authority  may  never  be 
able  to  recruit  all  the  Dental  Surgeons  it  needs  and  therefore  it  becomes 
increasingly  necessary  to  ensure  that  they  do  not  perform  duties  which  can 
be  performed  under  their  direction  by  "technicians.” 
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Handicapped  Children. 

Approval  has  been  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Education  to  building  a 
new  school  in  Llandudno.  Preparations  and  negotiations  are  proceeding  but 
building  is  not  likely  to  commence  even  in  1959.  A school  is  urgently  needed. 

Health  Indices. 

One  indication  of  the  level  of  children’s  health  is  their  state  of  nutrition 
— a somewhat  ill  defined  term.  If  it  is  remembered  that  different  Medical 
Officers  may  and  do  have  standards  of  assessment  which  vary  slightly,  a com- 
parison of  findings  in  yearly  periods  does  nevertheless  provide  an  indication 
of  the  improvement  in  health. 

For  the  period  1935-1938  inclusive  the  nutrition  of  126  children  in 
every  1,000  examined  in  Caernarvonshire  was  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
During  the  period  1956-1958  the  corresponding  figure  was  1.  In  1958  3,121 
children  were  examined  and  not  one  child  was  reported  to  have  unsatisfactory 
nutrition. 

Child  Guidance  Service. 

This  service  continues  to  progress.  The  pattern  of  its  combination  and 
integration  with  the  "educational”  Child  Guidance  duties  of  the  Authority 
whereby  the  North  Wales  Authorities  contribute  towards  the  augmentation 
of  the  Child  Guidance  staff  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  has 
received  favourable  comment  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Education.  And  here  I would  again  pay  my  tribute 
to  the  work  of  the  Child  Psychiatrist,  Dr.  E.  Simmons,  of  the  Senior 
Educational  Psychologist,  Dr.  G.  A.  V.  Morgan,  and  of  all  the  other  members 
of  the  staff. 

I have  been  associated  with  only  two  Chairmen  of  the  School  Services 
Committee  since  I became  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  in  June,  1931. 
I am  glad  to  record  again  my  appreciation  of  the  encouragement,  interest 
and  support  of  Alderman  E.  R.  Jones,  who  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  in  1940. 

Members  of  the  Committee  are  always  receptive  to  the  needs  and  ideals 
of  the  service.  From  the  Director  of  Education  and  his  staff  I continue  to 
receive  the  maximum  co-operation.  Again  I would  record  my  gratitude  to 
all  Headteachers  and  their  staffs  who  assist  the  Department  in  so  many 
directions,  particularly  during  this  last  year  in  connection  with  Poliomyelitis 
immunisation.  Without  their  ready  co-operation  and  interest  the  service 
would  have  been  even  more  difficult  to  administer  than  it  proved  to  be. 

To  all  my  staff  I pay  tribute  and  offer  thanks  for  the  good  work  done 
during  a year  which  provided  us  with  more  than  the  usual  combinations 
of  difficulties.

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION  IN  SCHOOLS  AND  SCHOOL 
WATER  SUPPLIES. 

I have  received  this  report  from  the  County  Health  Officer : 

"To  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  : 

School  Water  Supplies 

Thirty-seven  bacteriological  water  samples  have  been  taken  from  schools 
or  the  water  sources  to  schools  in  the  county.  Particular  attention  is  given 
to  schools  deriving  their  water  supplies  from  wells  and  springs,  as  these 
supplies  are  liable  to  pollution  and  are  unreliable.  It  is  anticipated  that 
several  schools  will  be  supplied  by  main  water  in  the  near  future  due  to  the 
near  completion  of  the  Cwm  Stradllyn  Water  Scheme  which  will  bring  main 
water  to  the  southern  part  of  the  county. 

With  regard  to  one  main  supply,  following  action  taken  by  the  depart- 
ment, works  of  improvement  have  been  made  to  protect  the  source  of  supply, 
service  reservoir  and  improve  the  chlorination;  and  other  supplies  have  been 
improved  due  to  additional  chlorination  or  from  deriving  water  from  another 
source. 

The  water  samples  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Conway,  and  close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  District  Medical 
Officers  who  undertake  the  necessary  action  to  have  the  water  sources  purified 


and  water  made  safe  before  distribution  to  consumers.

School  Sanitary  Accommodation 

Thirty-three  inspections  have  been  made  of  school  sanitary  accommoda- 
tion during  the  year.  This  included  inspection  of  the  urinals,  W.C.s  and 
means  of  disposal.  Works  of  improvement  have  been  made  at  several  schools 
but  I would  in  particular  like  to  see  the  disappearance  of  the  insanitary 
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urinals  that  have  been  inherited  in  some  instances.  These  are  normally  of 
rendered  walls,  without  proper  channelling  and  flushing  arrangements.  The 
introduction  of  proper  purpose  made  urinal  stalls  is  essential  as  if  the  urinal 
is  not  properly  constructed  and  self-cleansing  it  can  become  a potential 
danger  to  health  and  a serious  public  health  nuisance  in  warm  weather. 

I trust  that  the  present  government  policy  in  allowing  more  expenditure 
for  schools  will  channel  some  of  the  expenditure  towards  the  provision  of 
modern  and  hygienic  sanitary  accommodation  at  the  schools.” 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS. 

Medical  Inspections  were  performed  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations 
issued  in  August,  1953- 

Caernarvonshire  children  are  examined  regularly  : — 

(a)  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  date  of  admission  to  a maintained 
school  for  the  first  time; 

(b)  during  their  last  year  of  attendance  at  primary  schools; 

(c)  during  the  last  year  of  attendance  at  secondary  schools. 

As  a further  safeguard,  all  Caernarvonshire  children  under  five  years  of 
age  attending  schools  are  inspected  annually;  all  children  found  to  be  suffer- 
ing from  defects  are  inspected  annually;  and  special  cases  are  examined  at 
the  request  of  head  teachers  and  school  nurses  at  schools  and  clinics. 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  children  attending  96  of  the  160  schools  in 
the  county  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  a total  of  5,826  were  examined 
by  the  School  Medical  Officers. 

Immunisation  of  school  children  against  Poliomyelitis  prevented  the 
remaining  schools  being  examined. 

CONDITIONS  FOUND  AT  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS.

It  is  not  easy  to  assess  accurately  the  state  of  nutrition,  because  there 
are  no  easily  recognised  standards  for  comparison.  Each  doctor  varies  slightly 
in  his  assessment,  but  this  table  may  be  accepted  as  reflecting  fairly  accurately 
the  nutritional  state  of  our  children. 

Nits  and  Lice 

Inspections  made  by  School  Nurses  during  1958  totalled  48,956.  Nits 
and/or  lice  were  found  on  240  children  (1.3  per  cent,  of  the  school  popula- 
tion). Of  these,  97  were  children  infested  in  1957  and  143  were  found  to  be 
infested  for  the  first  time  during  the  year.  One  child  was  found  to  be  exten- 
sively infested,  41  moderately  infested,  and  the  remainder  only  very  slightly 
infested.  Cleansing  Notices  served  during  the  year  numbered  210. 

The  condition  of  most  of  the  210  children  for  whom  Cleansing  Notices 
were  served,  was  due  to  lack  of  perseverance  rather  than  neglect  on  the  part 
of  the  parents.  Many  of  them  fail  to  understand  the  necessity  for  continuing 
treatment  after  removing  the  original  infestation  until  all  the  nits  have  been 
destroyed.  It  is  gratifying,  however,  to  see  that  the  continued  perseverance 
necessary  to  maintain  children  in  a clean  condition  is  having  a positive  effect. 
The  number  of  children  found  to  be  unclean  has  been  gradually  reduced 
from  1,039  (5.7  per  cent,  of  the  school  population)  in  1950  to  240  (1.3  per 
cent,  of  the  school  population)  in  1958.  Some  adults  who  neglect  their  own 
hair  convey  lice  to  their  children.  A new  preparation  for  lice  which  is  also 
a killer  of  nits  is  now  being  used. 

It  is  now  rare  to  observe  flea  infestation  of  children. 

Defects  of  the  Nose  and  Throat 

Of  3,547  children  examined  in  the  Periodic  and  Special  Groups,  66 
(1.86  per  cent.)  were  found  to  require  treatment. 

Errors  of  Refraction  (Including  Squint) 

Of  those  examined  ini  the  Periodic  and  Special  Groups,  67  (1.88  per 
cent.)  were  found  to  require  treatment  for  visual  defects.  An  additional  41 
children  (1.15  per  cent.)  required  treatment  for  squint. 

Defective  Hearing  and  Ear  Disease 

Treatment  for  13  children  (0.36  per  cent.)  was  required. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

All  school  children  who  are  suspected  by  the  School  Medical  Officers  to 
be  suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  and  all  children  known  to  be  contacts  to 
tuberculous  patients,  are  referred  for  examination  by  the  Chest  Physician  at 
special  clinics  held  at  Llandudno,  Caernarvon,  Bangor  and  Pwllheli  weekly. 
Before  attending  each  child  is  visited  by  the  School  Nurse,  who  performs  a 
tuberculin  skin  test  three  days  before  the  date  of  the  clinic.  The  result  of 
this  test  is  read  by  the  Chest  Physician  and  each  child  showing  a positive 
reaction  is  clinically  and  radiologically  examined. 

During  1958,  138  children  were  referred  for  examination  by  the  Chest 
Physician,  and  the  results  of  the  examinations  are  given  in  Table  7. 

Eighteen  children  under  15  years  were  notified  as  suffering  from  Tuber- 
culosis during  1958  and  details  are  given  in  this  table:

B.C.G.  Immunisation 

Immunisation  of  children  born  to  tuberculous  mothers  and  of  children 
in  contact  with  open  cases  of  Tuberculosis  continued,  and  details  of  children 
protected  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  are  given  in  Table  8. 

B.C.G.  immunisation,  extended  to  school  leavers  during  1955,  was  con- 
tinued, and  children  who  attained  their  thirteenth  birthday  on  or  before 
September  30th,  1958,  were  tested  during  1958. 

The  response  to  the  invitation  sent  to  parents  was,  with  a few  exceptions, 
very  good. 

An  analysis  of  the  results  is  given  in  Table  6.

EXAMINATION  OF  SCHOOL  ENTRANTS. 

Due  to  concentration  of  effort  in  immunising  against  Poliomyelitis  it 
was  impossible  to  perform  tuberculin  tests  of  children  entering  school  for 
the  first  time.  In  past  years  all  children  whose  parents  have  consented, 
have  been  so  examined,  and  arrangements  made  for  all  children  showing  a 
positive  reaction  to  be  radiologically  examined  at  the  Chest  Clinic  or  by  the 
Mass  Radiography  Unit.  I hope  that  it  will  be  possible  to  resume  this  work 
before  the  end  of  the  current  year. 

HANDICAPPED  PUPILS. 

Ascertainment  of  Handicapped  Pupils  under  Section  34  of  the  Education 
Act,  1944,  continued  during  the  year. 

Table  10  gives  details  of  Caernarvonshire  children  classified  as  Handi- 
capped Pupils  according  to  the  definitions  prescribed  in  the  School  Health 
Service  and  Handicapped  Pupils  Regulations,  1953. 

These  extracts  from  reports  received  on  the  progress  made  by  a selection 
of  children  after  admission  to  Special  Schools  are  of  interest.  The  reports 
on  deaf  children  again  demonstrate  the  absolute  necessity  of  giving  special 
attention  to  such  children  as  soon  as  their  deafness  is  ascertained.  If  parents 
follow  the  advice  and  supervision  given  to  them  in  future  at  the  new 
Audiology  Clinic,  deaf  children  will  no  longer  remain  dumb  or  partially 
dumb.

AUDIOLOGY  SERVICE 

The  work  of  the  Audiology  Service  has  continued  in  the  pattern  which 
was  recommended  by  Sir  Alexander  and  Lady  Ewing  when  the  service  was 
established  in  May,  1955. 

Screening  Tests  for  Children  under  5 years 

Lady  Ewing  gave  instruction  to  four  Health  Visitors  in  a Training 
Course  held  at  Bangor  in  April,  1958.  In  all,  eleven  of  the  Health  Visitors 
are  proficient  in  the  administration  of  screening  tests  to  detect  deafness  in 
babies  from  the  age  of  8 months. 

Particular  attention  is  paid  to  babies  who  may  be  vulnerable  to  deafness. 
The  following  are  at  risk : — 


23 


1.  Children  with  cerebral  palsy. 

2.  Children  with  family  history  of  deafness. 

3.  Children  who  were  premature. 

A.'  Children  with  a history  of  abnormality  in  the  antenatal  period, 
e.g.,  threatened  abortion,  virus  infection  of  mother  during  pregnancy, 
etc. 

5.  Children  with  a history  of  post-natal  abnormality,  e.g.,  asphyxia, 
Rhesus  incompatibility  (especially  kernicterus),  etc. 

6.  Children  who  have  had  a severe  illness,  e.g.,  meningitis,  or  who 
have  been  treated  with  streptomycin  for  any  illness. 

7.  Children  who  are  not  speaking  well  by  the  age  of  two  years,  and 
children  aged  two  to  five  with  speech  defects. 

8.  Children  with  a history  of  otitis  media. 

Audiometric  Testing  of  Schoolchildren 

Sir  Alexander  Ewing  instructed  four  Health  Visitors  at  Bangor  in 
April,  1938,  in  the  administration  of  sweep  testing  of  schoolchildren. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  perform  sweep  testing  of  all  schoolchildren  in 
the  county  owing  to  shortage  of  staff. 

Diagnostic  Clinic 

Details  of  the  children  who  were  examined  by  Sir  Alexander  and  Lady 
Ewing  at  Bangor  are  shown  in  the  following  tables : 

The  following  are  examples  of  the  cases  which  were  dealt  with : 

Case  1. — This  little  girl  developed  Tuberculous  Meningitis  at  the  age 
of  4 hours  which  necessitated  hospital  treatment  for  nearly  two  years.  She 
subsequently  became  deaf  due  to  auditory  nerve  involvement. 

She  was  6 years  old  when  she  started  school  and  although  unconsciously 
she  had  learnt  to  lip-read  she  had  become  backward  at  school. 

Sir  Alexander  and  Lady  Ewing  did  not  consider  that  she  would  benefit 
by  using  a hearing  aid  but  recommended  that  she  should  have  lip-reading 
instruction  if  a suitable  teacher  could  be  found.  This  was  arranged  and  she 
has  made  good  progress. 

Case  2. — This  little  girl  was  at  a school  for  partially  blind  children.  Her 
teacher  doubted  whether  she  could  hear  normally. 

She  was  seen  by  Sir  Alexander  and  Lady  Ewing  who  confirmed  that  she 
was  partially  deaf  as  well.  She  was  recommended  a hearing  aid  and  her 
vocabulary  increased  rapidly.  This  little  girl  has  made  progress  although  she 
is  still  an  educational  problem. 

Case  3. — A three-year-old  child  had  not  started  to  speak.  Her  mother 
thought  she  was  hard  of  hearing.  This  was  confirmed  by  screening  tests  and 
an  appointment  arranged  for  her  to  have  treatment  by  an  otologist.  She 
improved  and  was  soon  speaking  normally.

There  was  an  increase  in  the  numbers  treated  of  577,  and  the  attendances 
for  treatment  rose  by  1,695. 

Treatment  was  mainly  of  a conservative  nature,  a considerable  propor- 
tion of  fillings  being  done  under  local  anaesthesia. 

Radiography 

X-ray  machines  are  now  installed  in  the  following  clinics : — 

Bangor,  Pwllheli,  Llanberis,  and  the  mobile  Dental  Caravan. 

The  number  of  X-rays  taken  during  the  year  was  177  as  opposed  to  95 
the  previous  year.

296  cases  were  treated  under  general  anaesthetic  in  1958  as  opposed  to 
287  in  1957. 
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Orthodontics 

Orthodontics  (or  correcting  irregularities  of  teeth)  is  of  necessity  a long 
and  tedious  business,  for  both  patient  and  operator.  Many  visits  and  adjust- 
ments being  needed  often  over  a period  of  years  before  the  teeth  are  finally 
straightened.

Oral  Hygiene 

Children  as  we  know,  vary  greatly,  from  Saint  to  Devil,  both  between 
one  and  another,  and  in  themselves  from  one  minute  to  the  next.  One  thing 
I am  sure  they  all  have  in  common,  and  that  is  that  unless  pressed  or  shown 
example  by  their  elders,  they  do  not  take  naturally  to  oral  hygiene,  like  a 
duckling  takes  to  water. 

There  is  an  age  at  which  pride  and  awareness  in  personal  appearance 
can  cause  children  to  become  interested  in  the  state  of  their  teeth,  this  usually 
occurs  earlier  in  girls  than  boys.  If  the  teeth  have  been  neglected  in  the 
meantime,  they  may  now  be  too  badly  decayed  to  be  saved,  or  the  child, 
realising  that  extensive  work  will  be  needed,  allows  fear  to  overcome  the 
new  found  inclination  to  have  treatment. 

The  interests  of  Commerce  and  Health  converge  to  a certain  extent  in 
the  constant  bombardment  of  oral  instruction,  on  posters,  television,  or  in 
the  newspapers.  Some  of  the  advertisements  are  extravagant,  some  misplaced, 
but  the  burden  of  their  message  is  essentially  in  the  right  direction.  Adver- 
tising is,  however,  indiscriminate,  you  may  be  exhorted  to  clean  your  teeth 
twice  a day  with  . . . and  then  enticed  to  eat  . . . between  meals,  it 
won’t  spoil  your  appetite  (no  mention  of  what  it  will  do  to  your  teeth).  In 
other  words,  the  persuasions  to  better  mouth  cleanliness  go  side  by  side  with 
an  increased  consumption  of  sweets,  cakes,  etc. 

It  is  probable  that  the  modest  Public  Health  Posters  on  oral  hygiene, 
displayed  in  clinics,  though  obviously  not  seen  by  so  many  people,  carry 
weight  and  authority  by  virtue  of  their  setting,  and  because  of  their  obvious 
altruism.  It  is  often  possible  to  apportion  blame  for  any  unpleasant  treats 
ment  necessitated  by  neglect  of  teeth.  A child  who  has  had  several  teeth 
extracted  under  gas  is  often  very  receptive  to  advice,  which  is  designed  to 
make  a repetition  of  this  treatment  unnecessary. 

It  is  a tribute  to  the  County  Dental  Staff,  that  the  relationship  between 
them  and  their  child  patients  is  so  good.  In  all  my  visits  to  the  Couny  Dental 
Clinics,  I cannot  recall  seeing  one  case  of  a child  obviously  afraid  of  having 
treatment.

MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  TREATMENT. 


Minor  Ailments 

Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses  treated  123  minor  ailments  during 
1958.  These  comprised  3 skin  complaints,  1 eye  condition,  and  119  mis- 
cellaneous conditions.  Attendances  for  treatment  amounted  to  228. 


Visual  Defects 

The  Ophthalmic  Specialists  examined  1,285  children  during  the  year. 
Spectacles  were  prescribed  for  768  children  and  another  246  received  other 
forms  of  treatment.  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses  treated  1 child  for 
minor  eye  conditions  at  the  Clinic. 


Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 

Of  62  children  examined  by  the  Specialist  during  1958,  41  were  advised 
to  have  operative  treatment  for  tonsils  and/or  adenoids,  and  10  were  referred 
for  other  forms  of  treatment.  The  remaining  11  children  required  treatment 
for  ear  defects.

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

The  Orthopaedic  Specialist  examined  383  children,  including  87 
children  who  were  seen  for  the  first  time  at  the  Survey  Clinics  held  at  Caer- 
narvon, Bangor,  Pwllheli  and  Llandudno.  The  Council’s  Physiotherapist 
treated  267  children  in  the  After-Care  Clinics.  Children  treated  in  hospital 
totalled  6. 

I have  received  this  report  from  the  Council’s  Physiotherapist  on  the 
work  done  during  the  year : — 

"To  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer. 

Dear  Sir, 

During  the  year  1958  Survey  Clinics  were  held  when  Mr.  G.  I.  Roberts, 
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the  Orthopaedic  Consultant,  attended  at  20  sessions  and  I was  advised 
regarding  treatment. 

The  attendances  at  both  the  Survey  Clinics  and  After-Care  Clinics  were 
good  and  the  response  by  patients  and  children  proved  most  encouraging. 
Ultra  Violet  Light  Clinics  for  the  treatment  of  children  at  the  various  centres 
continued  this  year  with  good  attendances,  particularly  at  Llandudno  and  Caer- 
narvon Clinics.  General  Practitioners  in  many  areas  take  advantage  of  the 
Ultra  Violet  Light  course  for  their  young  patients. 

Some  children  were  referred  to  Professor  B.  McFarland  at  Liverpool, 
and  cases  of  Spinal  Deformities  to  Mr.  Roaf  at  Gobowen. 

Having  Mr.  Rowlands,  the  representative  of  Remploy,  the  Surgical 
Appliance  makers  of  Bolton,  in  attendance  at  each  Survey  Clinic,  enables 
Mr.  G.  I.  Roberts  to  explain  exactly  the  type  of  appliances  he  requires  and 
so  we  can  arrange  for  the  necessary  appliances  to  be  obtained  without  much 
delay. 

Throughout  1958  the  co-operation  of  the  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officers  and  Health  Visitors  and  clerical  staff  have  been  excellent,  this 
making  the  carrying  out  of  the  Orthopaedic  Scheme  smoother  and  happier.

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INCIDENCE  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AMONGST  CHILDREN 
BELOW  SCHOOL  LEAVING  AGE. 

Poliomyelitis. 

Six  children  were  notified  as  suffering  from  Poliomyelitis  during  1958. 

Of  these,  only  two  were  normally  resident  in  the  county.  Not  one  had 
received  poliomyelitis  immunisation. 

All  of  the  children  notified  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

The  two  Caernarvonshire  children  had  no  residual  paralysis  and 
recovered  after  hospital  treatment. 

Immunisation  Against  Poliomyelitis. 

Arrangements  for  the  immunisation  of  all  children  under  15  years  of  age, 
announced  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  November,  1957,  were  continued 
during  the  year. 

Parents  were  given  the  option  to  have  their  children  protected  with 
British,  Canadian  or  American  Vaccine  and  almost  30,000  letters  and  a 
similar  number  of  cards  were  distributed  through  schools,  clinics  and  Health 
Visitors. 

Special  Immunisation  Sessions  were  arranged  at  Schools  and  Clinics 
throughout  the  County  during  1958,  in  order  to  protect  as  many  children  as 
possible  during  the  year.  The  majority  of  the  children  in  the  county  had 
been  protected  by  August  and  in  September  the  Minister  of  Health  announced 
that  a third  injection  should  be  offered  to  all  children  not  less  than  seven 
months  after  the  second  injection  had  been  given. 

During  the  Autumn  of  1958,  this  extended  programme  was  commenced 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year,  2,077  children  had  been  given  the  full  course  of 
three  injections,  19,040  had  received  two  injections  and  1,894  had  received 
one  injection. 

Parents  who  had  originally  withheld  consent  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  applied  for  protection  for  their  children  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year 
and  there  were  190  children  dispersed  in  various  parts  of  the  county,  awaiting 
their  first  injection  at  the  end  of  December,  1958. 

All  these,  together  with  the  1,894  children  who  had  received  only  one 
injection  were  protected  in  the  early  months  of  1959. 

The  resignation  of  one  Assistant  Medical  Officer  in  July,  1958,  and 
the  absence  of  another  through  ill-health  in  November  and  December 
retarded  the  progress  of  this  scheme.  Nevertheless,  46,200  injections  had 
been  given  from  the  commencement  of  the  scheme  to  the  end  of  1958. 

Dysentery. 

During  1958,  522  cases  of  Dysentery  among  school  children  were 
notified  to  my  Department.  Of  these  319  occurred  in  the  Bangor  and  Llan- 
degai  areas,  174  in  Pwllheli,  22  in  Llanfairfechan  and  the  remainder  were 
dispersed  through  various  parts  of  the  county. 

Action  described  in  previous  reports  was  taken  and  5,617  faecal  speci- 
mens were  sent  for  examination  by  the  Health  Department  Staff. 
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Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  effectiveness  of  immunisation  in  controlling  Diphtheria  is  demon- 
strated in  Table  24  on  page  35.  It  is  particularly  interesting  to  observe 
that  1958  was  the  seventh  successive  year  during  which  no  cases  were  notified 
and  the  twelfth  successive  year  during  which  no  child  who  had  been  com- 
pletely immunised  suffered  or  died  from  the  disease. 

These  encouraging  facts  could,  however,  create  a false  sense  of  security. 
Some  of  our  younger  parents,  because  they  have  no  experience  of  Diphtheria 
and  its  dangers,  tend  to  regard  immunisation  as  an  unnecessary  discomfort 
to  their  children.  It  cannot  be  too  often  emphasised  that  the  disease  will 
again  become  a killer’”  and  a "maimer”  unless  parents  ensure  that  their 
children  are  immunised  against  it.  The  Medical,  Health  Visiting  and  Nurs- 
ing Staffs  continue  to  impress  upon  all  parents  the  importance  of  securing 
for  their  children  free  protection  against  Diphtheria.  They  emphasise  the 
suffering  and  danger  to  which  the  children  may  be  exposed  by  their  failure 
to  secure  this  simple  means  of  protection — a first  class  insurance. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  had  to  be  partly  suspended  during 
1958  because  of  the  scheme  for  the  mass  immunisation  of  children  against 
Poliomyelitis.  * 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  more  than  forty-six  thousand  (46,600) 
children  have  been  protected  and  approximately  251,500  initial  and  "boost- 
ing” injections  given  by  the  Council’s  staff  since  1939. 

Children  who  completed  the  full  course  of  immunisation  during  1958 
totalled  659.  School  Medical  Officers  immunised  134  of  these  and  General 
Practitioners  immunised  525.  During  the  year  120  other  children  received 
reinforcing  injections.

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MILK  IN  SCHOOLS  SCHEME 

The  County  Health  Officer,  who  is  responsible  for  the  supervision  of 
the  standard,  quality  and  safety  of  milk  supplied  to  schools,  has  submitted 
this  report  for  the  period  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1958. 

"Dear  Sir, 


Milk  Supplies  to  Schools 

There  are  160  schools  in  the  county  and  the  average  number  of  children 
who  are  supplied  with  milk  in  one-third  pint  bottles  is  approximately  15,500. 
158  schools  are  supplied  with  either  Tuberculin  Tested  Pasteurised  or 
Pasteurised  milk,  which  is  pasteurised  and  bottled  at  four  pasteurising  plants, 
two  being  situated  in  Caernarvonshire,  one  in  Denbighshire  and  one  in  Flint- 
shire. The  bulk  of  the  milk  consumed  by  the  school  children  is  produced  in 
Caernarvonshire.  Two  schools,  due  to  their  geographical  location,  are 
supplied  with  raw  milk  from  attested  herds  one  of  which  holds  a Tuberculin 
Tested  milk  licence,  and  at  the  time  that  this  report  is  compiled  one  of  these 
schools  has  been  closed.

Biological  examination  has  been  made  of  the  unpasteurised  milk  supply 
to  schools  for  the  presence  of  tuberculosis  and  brucella  abortus.  The  results 
indicated  that  the  herds  were  free  of  these  diseases  at  the  time  of  sampling. 
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SCHOOL  MEALS 

The  Education  Authority  are  the  largest  caterers  in  the  county  as 
approximately  12,500  meals  are  provided  per  day  from  132  school  kitchens 
and  served  at  160  schools.  There  are  three  schools  which  do  not  provide 
facilities  for  meals  in  the  county. 

During  the  year  ninety-one  inspections  have  been  made  to  the  school 
kitchens  in  the  county  and  it  is  heartening  to  say  that  vast  improvements 
have  been  made  to  the  school  kitchens  in  general,  though  it  is  noted  that 
decoration  at  many  schools  is  rapidly  destroyed  due  to  condensation.  The 
topographical  nature  of  the  county  is  mountainous  and  subjected  in  the  main 
to  the  westerly  prevailing  winds  and  lends  itself  to  this  condition.  To  combat 
this  nuisance  it  is  necessary  to  provide  facilities  for  exhausting  the  steam 
that  is  created  during  the  preparation  of  school  meals.  Condensed  water  on 
ceilings  and  walls  is  not  only  contaminated  but  corrodes  metals  and  affects 
electrical  wiring  and  switches,  makes  floors  slippery  and  dangerous. 

Condensation  is  caused  by  steam  coming  in  contact  with  a cold  surface 
and  ceilings  of  kitchens  and  rooms  where  there  is  likely  to  be  much  steam 
should  be  insulated,  for  example  with  fibre  glass,  or  glass  wool.  I feel  that 
lots  of  expense  could  be  avoided  by  provision  of  canopies  and  exhaust 
ventilation  and  proper  insulation  of  ceilings  in  kitchens  affected  with  con- 
densation. 

The  standard  of  foods  which  includes  meat  and  milk  has  been  good, 
and  no  complaint  has  been  received  regarding  the  quality  of  the  school  meals 
provided  in  general. 

Small  infestations  have  been  reported  and  six  visits  have  been  made  in 
conjunction  with  this  aspect  of  the  work.  The  infestations  were  caused  by 
mice  and  cockroaches  which  were  promptly  dealt  with. 

No  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  or  other  illnesses  attributed  to  food 
have  been  notified  during  the  year,  but  during  the  dysentery  epidemic  which 

affected  three  main  areas,  one  woman  helper  who  handled  food  was  found 
to  be  a carrier  of  the  organism  and  was  prevented  from  handling  foods  until 
declared  clear  of  the  infection. 

I wish  to  record  that  all  assistance  has  been  given  to  me  from  Head- 
teachers, the  School  Meals  Organisers  and  the  kitchen  staffs,  when  inspections 
have  been  made.
